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ov Tamara Collins 


Dwayne Berreth’s applica¬ 
tion for a leave to appeal, from 
the decision of the Subdivision 
Development and Appeal 
Board, regarding the new 
Mountain View County (MVC) 
Administration Building, may 
impact the tendering process 
for the building. 

According to the County, 
this is likely to result in in¬ 
creased costs due to the very 
competitive nature of the con¬ 
struction market. 

“The reality is, we’re in a 
very aggressive construction 
market,” said Harold 
Johnsrude, County commis¬ 
sioner. “Our architects and our 
project manager are advising 
that a delay in tendering could 
result in significant price in¬ 
creases and the potential that 
our choice of contractors will 
be limited.”

Four candidates vying for Wild Rose seat

Wild Rose residents can expect 
a federal election campaign based 
on key issues, not on personality 
clashes or name-calling, according 
to Conservative, Liberal, NDP 
and Green Party candidates. 

Incumbent Conservative MP 
Myron Thompson, seeking his 
fourth straight term in the west 
central Alberta riding, is up 
against Liberal candidate Judy 
Stewart, NDP candidate Jeff 
Horvath, and Green Party candi¬ 
date Chris Foote. 

Campaign issues will likely in¬ 


clude gasoline prices, education 
funding, honesty in government, 
BSE crisis, and the softwood lum¬ 
ber dispute with the United States, 
the candidates said. 

The Wild Rase riding includes 
all of Mountain View County, as 
well as Airdrie, Banff, Cochrane 
and surrounding communities. 
Thompson was elected in the rid¬ 
ing in 1993, 1997, and 2000. 

Canadians go to the polls on 
June 28. 

MP Myron Thompson says 11 
years in Parliament has given him 
invaluable experience, making 
him the best choice for voters in 


the riding. 

“Accountability, honesty and 
integrity” will play a “big, big 
part" in the campaign, he said. 

“There are 36 investigations 
going on right now. I think 13 
of the 36 apply to Adscam, with 
the other 23 throughout the de¬ 
partments where they have 
seen cause to investigate to see 
if charges should be brought 
for fraudulent methods by the 
Liberal government and the 
Liberal party,” said Thompson. 

“The waste of tax dollars 
has been so obvious and I think 
it is pretty plain in the eyes of 


the normal citizen that there 
is something wrong when you 
have millions and millions of 
dollars being spent without get¬ 
ting to the priorities.” 

(Adscam is the opposition's 
term for investigations into al¬ 
leged misuse of federal spon¬ 
sorship program money). 

On the issue of gasoline 
prices, Thompson said: “That 
has suddenly become a very big 
issue and rightfully so because 
it is having a major impact on 
everything, the price of food, 
the price of clothes, because all 
these high prices are being 


passed onto the consumer.” He 
called for investigation into the 
matter. 

While he expects the election 
to be filled with smear and at¬ 
tack campaigns at the national 
level, Thompson doesn’t expect 
any such thing in Wild Rose. 

“I’ve got a feeling that it is go¬ 
ing to be pjirticularly nasty on the 
national stage. I don’t anticipate 
any of that going on in our rid¬ 
ing. I know Judy Stewart well and 
I’m sure her heart is with the will 
of the constituents and trying to 
do the right thing for our riding."

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MVTA raises question of pecuniary interest, 
County finds no breech of MGA

Mountain View County’s 
(MVC) billing practices and 
private use of equipment policy 
were questioned by three rate¬ 
payers at an in-camera session 
during the regular monthly 
meeting. May 26. 

On behalf of Mountain View 
Taxpayers Association 

(MVTA), division 4 ratepayers 
Kerry Thornton and Dick Ross 
and MVTA secretary Kathy 
Blain brought forward allega¬ 
tions of pecuniary interest. 

Allegations stemmed from 
work being done, by MVC pub¬ 
lic works, on Reeve Ian Harvie’s 
property. 

Information received 
through the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation and Privacy Act shows 
MVC Public Works Department 
was involved in the removal of 
trees/clearing fence line on Feb¬ 
ruary 13, 18-21, 2003 (Harvie 
was invoiced on May 9, 2003) 
and construction of a new ap¬ 
proach on September 30, 2003 
(Harvie was invoiced for some 
of that work on January 28 
and again on March 3, 2004). 

All money owed by Harvie 
was paid in full. 

The question that remains 
for MVTA is the lack of timely 
billing for the work done. 
J Harvie said billing is an admin- 

I istration responsibility, not 

council. 

Thornton made inquiries to 
the county office March 2, as 
1 to whether Harvie was being 

billed for work done on his 
property. 

Dick Ross had made a re¬ 
quest for information pertain¬ 
ing to this matter on Feb. 25, 
2004. Thornton made a similar 
request under the Freedom of 
Information and Privacy Act, 
March 30th. 

Information provided to 
them outlined work done by the 
county and invoicing dates. 

Thornton’s complaint to 
council was concerning billing 
practices. 

“It looks terrible (it looks 
like) if nobody asks, we won't 
tell. That is how it looks to 
me,” said Thornton after dis¬ 
covering some of the work done 
in September 2003 wasn't in¬ 
voiced until after he inquired 
about it in 2004. 

When asked why this time 
line appears the way it does, 
County Commissioner Harold 
Johnsrude stated, “because 
that is the way it happened. 

He said there is no county 
policy stating billing should be 
done within 30 days, although 
bills do notify interest will be 
charged after 30 days of billing. 


“There is certainly some op¬ 
tics there that may be perceived 
as not good,” said Johnsrude. 
“But, what we know is billings 
for some work done in the con¬ 
struction season may not go 
out until the end of the year or 
even the beginning of the fol¬ 
lowing year. That isn’t news to 
us. 

What should be noted is the 
amount of billings for this type 
of work are very minimal. MVC 
is not in the practice of going 
out and doing a bunch of work 
for ratepayers, and charging for 
it. It is a very small part of the 
whole public works operation,” 
he explained. 

“I’m not so sure I would de¬ 
termine this as a problem. 
When the allegation came for¬ 
ward I took it upon myself to 
sit down with members of pub¬ 
lic works department and re¬ 
view practices. There were 
some things we need to take a 
look at and see whether we can 
improve. We will do further 
analysis and bring the report 
back in June.” 

Thornton would like to see 
the whole policy reviewed. 

“I think the whole policy of 
councillors using county equip¬ 


ment is a conflict of interest. 
He is the boss of (public works 
department) I don’t think that 
should be offered to a council¬ 
lor just because of the optics 
of it,” said Thornton. 

Harvie said the policy for 
private use of county equip¬ 
ment is available for all rate¬ 
payers, whether you are a 
councillor or not. He said bill¬ 
ing inquiries should be directed 
to administration. 

Thornton understands that 
Harvie couldn’t pay a bill he 
hadn’t received yet, but feels 
Harvie, as a county Reeve, 
should have inquired as to why 
he hadn’t been invoiced yet.” 

“He knew the work was 
done and, as a councillor, he 
knew he hadn’t received the 
bills and never asked what was 
wrong, what was going on or 
why he wasn’t getting the bill 
in a timely fashion,” said 
Thornton. 

Harvie would not comment 
on what work was done, but 
said when the bill was sent, “it 
goes right to my wife and she 
pays them as any other bill we 
receive. As for the timing, that 
isn’t a councillor issue.”

I hi* leave to appeal will not 
be heard by the Court until Au¬ 
gust 10th. That is a waiting pe¬ 
riod of 90 days between the hear¬ 
ing and the application date, 
which is not unusual. The de¬ 
velopment permit is valid and the 
application for leave does not 
have the effect of suspending 
development permit. Therefore, 
the County can proceed with ten¬ 
dering and construction on the 
basis that it acknowledges the 
risk that the Court of Appeal 
may return the matter to the 
SDAB. It is the opinion of the 
County’s legal counsel that this 
outcome is unlikely. 

“We have already experienced 
cost increases since the begin¬ 
ning of the year, for example, 
prices increased by 50 percent for 
petroleum, 10 percent for gyp¬ 
sum, 100 percent for rebar, 42 
percent for steel, and 15 percent 


for concrete,” said Johnsrude. “’The 
delay in tendering for another 60 to 
90 days will result in further in¬ 
creases for materials costs and heat¬ 
ing because we’ll be pushing more 
construction time into the winter 
months. Moreover, structuring con¬ 
tracts with cancellation clauses adds 
another cost dimension.” 

The County is being advised to 
proceed with tendering to ensure 
current pricing. 

“We can structure our contracts 
with a cancellation clause that will 
cost us some money, but certainly 
not as much as postponing the en¬ 
tire process,” said Johnsrude. 
“Given that we have done our home¬ 
work in terms of researching all the 
options thoroughly, consulting with 
the public, and conducting all the 
required site testing, we are con¬ 
cerned that continuing issues are 
costing our ratepayers unnecessary 
delays and costs.”

Alberta Water Council to guide 
implementation of 
provincial water strategy

Twenty-four Albertans, 
representing various sectors 
and interests, have been ap¬ 
pointed to a council that will 
provide direction and guid¬ 
ance on the implementation 
of the provincial water strat¬ 
egy - Water for Life. 

The Alberta Water Council 
- along with watershed plan¬ 
ning and advisory councils 
and watershed stewardship 
groups - will make recommen¬ 
dations to the Alberta gov¬ 


ernment, stakeholders and 
the public on improving wa¬ 
ter management throughout 
Alberta’s watersheds. 

The specific role of the 
council will be to provide ad¬ 
vice to the Alberta govern¬ 
ment, stakeholders and the 
public around the water strat¬ 
egy’s three goals: safe, secure 
drinking water supply; healthy 
aquatic ecosystems; and reli¬ 
able, quality water supplies for 
a sustainable economy. 

The council will examine 
and prioritize the province’s 
existing and emerging water 
issues - including confirming 
water conservation targets for 
all water-using sectors. 

The council will advise on 
items such as evaluating the 
merit of economic instruments 
to meet water conservation 
and productivity objectives, 
and determining and reporting 
on the true value of water in 
relation to Alberta’s economy. 

The council includes repre¬ 
sentation from environmental 
groups, Aboriginal communi¬ 


ties, urban and rural munici¬ 
palities, the provincial and fed¬ 
eral governments, and indus¬ 
try. 

Council members are ap¬ 
pointed for a term of three 
years, with the potential for re¬ 
appointment for subsequent 
terms. 

While the council will pro¬ 
vide guidance, the Government 
of Alberta remains accountable 
for the implementation of the 
water strategy, and continues 
to oversee water and water¬ 
shed management activities 
throughout the province. 

“The Water Council will play 
a vital role in the implementa¬ 
tion of the water strategy, and 
reinforce the fact that water is 
a resource for all Albertans, 
and therefore we all have a re¬ 
sponsibility in managing it ap¬ 
propriately,” said Alberta Envi¬ 
ronment Minister Lome 
Taylor.

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Town’s snow pile caused problems for residents 


Dear Editor; 

In February of this year after 
a big snowfall, the town 
“cleaned” the streets, but rather 
than removing the snow from 
the roads, the snow was just piled 
up in the middle of the streets 
except of course the main roads. 
This considerably narrowed the 
streets. 

The residents of our street 
were forced to park part of the 
way on the sidewalk to avoid 
having our vehicles hit by pass¬ 
ing cars. 

On our street many of the 
residents have no choice but to 
park on the street either be¬ 
cause we are not provided with 
any other parking space or the 
parking space we are provided 
with is oft the alley and our al¬ 
ley is impassable after a snow¬ 
fall. I am one of the unfortu¬ 
nates who must park on the 


street. 

On February 18, 2004 the 
RCMP were at my neighbours to 
investigate a hit and run which 
occurred in front of my home. 
The vehicle was hit while parked 
on the side of the street. 

The offending vehicle struck 
the drivers side mirror while at¬ 
tempting to pass between the 
snow piled down the middle of 
the street and the parked vehi¬ 
cle. The drivers side mirror was 
completely broken off as a result 
of the impact. 

At some time in the middle of 
the night on February 26, 2004, 
while parked as close as possible 
to the curb (my tires were actu¬ 
ally on the slope of the curb), my 
vehicle was also struck in a hit 
and run. 

The drivers side mirror was 
ripped off and left dangling by its 
electrical cord. I filed a police 
report and was advised that be¬ 


cause the incident was in the 
middle of the night they prob¬ 
ably would be unable to find who 
had hit my car. 

I was told that I should report 
it to the town as this was the sec¬ 
ond incident of a hit and run on 
my street reported as a result of 
the Town’s “snow pile”. 

I reported the incident to the 
town and also got an estimate for 
the repair or replacement of my 
mirror. When I returned I no¬ 
ticed that my sisters car had also 
been struck, and her mirror was 
laying in my front yard 2 doors 
up from her home. 

It took almost a week before I 
could even speak to someone 
from the town other than a re¬ 
ceptionist and it was over a 
month before someone from 
their insurance company both¬ 
ered to contact me for the inves¬ 
tigation. 

By this time the snow was 


gone and the insurance ad¬ 
juster claimed that it was my 
fault for parking there or that 
it was a bad judgement call on 
the part of the driver who hit 
my car to have driven down 
that street in the first place. 

The adjuster claimed that the 
town was not at fault because we 
choose to park on a street that 
is too narrow due to the snow 
pile. 

To my knowledge it is the 
Town’s responsibility to keep 
our roads clear and passable. 
They did not do their job prop¬ 
erly in this case and should be 
held responsible. I did not cre¬ 
ate the narrow street, they did. 
Yet I am expected to pay for dam¬ 
ages not caused by me. 

If I do not clean my sidewalk 
and there is a mishap as a result, 
I am responsible for any dam¬ 
ages. So why can’t the Town be 
held responsible for any dam¬ 


ages. So why can’t the Town 
be held responsible for a mis¬ 
hap that occurred because they 
did not clean the snow from the 
streets properly. 

I know there were several 
complaints to the town office 
about the snow because I had put 
in a complaint after the first hit 
and run on my street as did many 
other residents. 

As far as I know, none of us 
received a response. I would 
think that three hit and runs on 
the same street because of insuf¬ 
ficient room to pass, would have 
deserved some sort of response 
from the Town. They were con¬ 
tacted about the incident. 

If any other person experi¬ 
enced something similar, please 
speak up. We shouldn’t have to 
pay for their lack of good judge¬ 
ment.

Dear Editor; 

Having moved away from 
Didsbury and small town 
mindset as a teenager, it was a 
cold call back to reality to read 
Ms. Weins anti-equal-marriage 
letter. 

Living in Ottawa, I am 
rarely faced with such blatant 
homophobia, and when I am 
I’ve got an army of friends to 
fall back on and gather support 
from. I had forgotten how alone 
and small it can feel being clos¬ 
eted and living among the reli¬ 
gious right. I’m so very fortu¬ 
nate to have been able to leave 
as a teen, and come out while 
still in high school and be able 
to grow emotionally at the 
same time as my peers. My con¬ 
cern after reading the editorial 
is for the gay youth in Didsbury 
now. 

When I was 15, a student at 
DHS, and realizing 1 was gay, it 
was horrible. 

I was surrounded constantly 
by anti gay messages. Boys in my 
peer group had favorite punch¬ 
ing bags and targets in the form 
of boys who weren’t like the 
majority. Meaning: boys who 
didn’t want to be just like eve¬ 
ryone else. 

Regardless of whether or not 
they were actually gay, these 
boys were dubbed ‘faggots' and 
‘queers’ and berated daily for it. 
For the youth surrounded by 
this, being presented with the 
msg “Ifyou are like that, you get 
treated like this,” life can be mis¬ 
erable. Who in their right mind 
feels they can be themselves and 
open up and come out in a place 
where there is so much outright 
hatred? 

So we hide ourselves. We lie 
about who we are, and struggle 
to fit into the mold of the ideal. 
The result is poor self esteem, 
depression, risk taking. 

The teen suicide rate among 
gay and lesbian teens is signifi¬ 
cantly higher than their straight 


counterparts. Why? Because we 
are told that what we are is sin¬ 
ful, wrong, unnatural and dis¬ 
gusting. People who express 
themselves like Ms. Wein help to 
instill that in us. 

Ms. Wein and so many other 
homophobic people rely on the 
Bible for their guidance. I think 
they’re selective readers, as an¬ 
other person pointed out in her 
response to Ms. Weins. There is 
so much in the bible about not 
judging our brothers and loving 
the sinner not the sin. While I 
can’t quote directly ( I’m not a 
Christian), I know that the 
Christian version of god teaches 
love and tolerance. 

While I am not usually a sup¬ 
porter of tolerance over accept¬ 
ance, I think its better than 
over hatred. While its a slap in 
the face to be told, “I love you, 
but I hate what makes you who 


you are”, it’s better than being 
told that WE are hated. I guess 
we have to settle for whatever 
progress we can make. 

Just to finish up. I’d like to 
congratulate the other gay 
youths who have responded to 
the letter. It takes a strong per¬ 
son to stick up for the little guy 
and combat the Religious Right. 
Maybe one day you won’t have 
to withhold your name, you’ll be 
able to identify yourself just as 
openly as Ms. Weins without it 
affecting your status in the com¬ 
munity. I also ask that my email 
address is forwarded to those in¬ 
dividuals so they know there are 
many other gay people in small 
town Alberta, who have been in 
the same position.

Voters want and need a 
change after three terms un¬ 
der IvIP Thompson, said Lib¬ 
eral candidate Judy Stewart. 

“We need someone in Ot¬ 
tawa who represents this 
region in a very articulate 
and knowledgeable way 
about what people are really 
concerned about, and I can 
fill that role much better 
than Myron (Thompson),” 
said Stewart. 

“I think I’m better in¬ 
formed about the issues in 
the region. I understand 
what we need to promote 
our region and to bring some 
new laws and thoughts for¬ 
ward on how things should 
be done. We need to have 
Alberta perspectives at the 
table because we’re doing it 
better out here. 

“I think the main issue in 
Alberta is in regard to who 
is going to provide good rep¬ 
resentation in Ottawa with 
western ideology. I think 
it’s been a long time com¬ 
ing.” 

Stewart is predicting the 
Liberals will win a fourth 
straight election, making 
her position in government 
invaluable to Wild Rose resi¬ 
dents. 

She says she has already 
been working with the 
Prime Minister and his ad¬ 
visors on proposals for the 
area. 

“My view is our MP has 
been crying in the wilder¬ 
ness and really not getting 
much done. I think I can do 
a way better job getting 
some federal attention fo¬ 
cused on what I consider the 
most influential and articu¬ 
late part of the country.” 

Regarding the sponsor¬ 
ship issue, Stewart called 
for a thorough investigation 
and charges if necessary. 

“These people who caused 
this to happen should be 
brought to task, charged 
and if they are found guilty 
of fraud they should be put 
in jail. I don’t believe that 
Paul Martin had anything to 
do with it or I wouldn’t be 
running with him as my 
leader.” 

NDP candidate Jeff 
Horvath says he has an up¬ 
hill battle” in his quest to 
take the riding. Neverthe¬ 
less he believes he can pro¬ 
vide a good alternative to 
another term by Myron 
Thompson. 

“I don’t think he serves 
everybody’s interests in 
Wild Rose,” said Horvath. 

“There is a large portion 
of the population that 
doesn’t share the Conserva¬ 
tive Party’s right wing 
views. There’s a lot of pro¬ 
gressive thinkers in Wild 
Rose who don’t think they 
have a voice. Politically we 
see the Conservative Party 
as a pretty right wing group 
on social issues. 

“I’m hoping that enough 
things have happened in the 


political system that the 
NDP might be given a 
chance in Wild Rose.” 

NDP policies would im¬ 
prove education across the 
riding and country, he said. 

“I’m a firm believer in 
post secondary education 
and how the federal govern¬ 
ment can help with that. We 
are trying to make post sec¬ 
ondary education available 
to all members of our soci¬ 
ety.” 

He said the NDP, unlike 
the Conservatives and Lib¬ 
erals, does not support pri¬ 
vatization of health care 
services. 

“We want to separate our¬ 
selves from the other par¬ 
ties. We want it clear that 
we are fully behind the pub¬ 
lic system.” 

Federal sponsorship pro¬ 
gram troubles are indicative 
of a need for a sweeping 
change in Parliament, he 
said. 

“You get to see what hap¬ 
pens when a party has been 
in power so long and it takes 
a form of arrogance. We are 
seeing the Liberal Party 
over the last 10 years doing 
whatever they wanted to. 
Obviously western Canada 
is sick of it. We hope the 
NDP will take a strong 
stand. We want to hold them 
accountable.” 

The country, and Wild 
Rose in particular, need en¬ 
vironmentally sustainable 


economic policies, said 
Green Party candidate 
Chris Foote. 

“My main issue is eco¬ 
nomic sustainability,” said 
Foote. “The governments 
today say the books are bal¬ 
anced but they are depleting 
the non-renewable re¬ 
sources. That’s number one 
for me, sustainability for 
the future. 

“Health and environ¬ 
ment and safer farm prac¬ 
tices are also important to 
me. People with smaller 
farms are really struggling. 
The smaller farms are being 
eaten up by bigger farms. I’d 
like to see more family 
farms in Wild Rose.” 

Foote says he will push 
for further investigation 
into the federal sponsorship 
issue. 

“Our party wants full dis¬ 
closure for all the budgets. 
Everything has to be trans¬ 
parent. The government 
works for the people and the 
Liberals have lost sight of 
that. They think they can 
rule like kings.” 

Asked to comment on 
Myron Thompson’s last 
three terms in office, Foote 
said: 

“I can say that even with 
the sponsorship scandal, I 
still trust the Liberals more 
than the Conservatives. It 
seems that back room deals 
is what the Conservative 
Party is all about.” 


All four candidates say 
they will take part in public 
forums and debates in the 


riding. There are no candi¬ 
date debates scheduled in 
the riding this week.

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Remembering Eldon Foole 


Eldon Foote

A man known well to all 
in Didsbury after his time 
spent living here, and his 
many memorable donations, 
recently passed away. 

Eldon Foote, known for 
his generous donations to 
sports and education 
causes, died of pneumonia 
on May 17 at the age of 79 
years old. 

Foote, a Philanthropist, 
and a self-made multimil¬ 
lionaire was born in Hanna 
and raised in Didsbury dur¬ 
ing the Depression. 

Foote eventually ventured 
off to Australia and the Far 
East, where he made a for¬ 
tune selling soap and hair- 
care products. 

Foote attended the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta (U of A), 
where he completed a law 
degree in 1948. 

Out of the classroom, 
Foote was a track sprinter. 
He was also secretary to the 
Students’ Union and gradu¬ 
ating class valedictorian. 

“I remember his family 
moved here when I was in 
grade four,” said Winnie 
Wollen, former classmate, 
and long time friend of Foote. 
“That would of been in 
1932.” 

Each year eight athletic 
scholarships are granted in 
Foote’s name, he contrib¬ 
uted $2 million towards the 
completion of a sports field 
on the U of A’s south cam¬ 
pus, which presently bears 
his name. Foote and his wife 
Anne, also have nursing 
scholarships in their names. 
Other donations by Foote 
were also made to the fac¬ 
ulty of law and Faculte 
Saint-Jean, as well as to the 
Citadel and towards cancer 
research. 

Foote also gave back to 
Didsbury when he donated 
$50,000 to the Didsbury 
High School band last fall, 
and previous to that, when 
he donated $100,00 to the 


Didsbury Train Station 
(Eldon Foote Hall). 

“He was a very generous, 
fun loving, kind man,” said 
Wollen. “He worked very 
hard.” 

Foote practised law in Ed¬ 
monton for 19 years, after 
which he took a leave of ab¬ 
sence, in 1967, to introduce 
a company called HomCare. 
He and his family moved to 


Australia and started a fran¬ 
chise. He then continued on 
to Japan, Hong Kong, Ko¬ 
rea and the Philippines. 

Presently, HomCare prod¬ 
ucts are being distributed by 
a sales force of 50,000 Japa¬ 
nese homemakers. 

Foote finally settled down 
on Norfolk Island, popula¬ 
tion 1,800. He continued to 
visit Alberta, supporting 


many different causes. 

“He never missed a school 
reunion,” said Wollen. “We 
are planning a Homecoming 
next year that I know he 
was excited about. I remem¬ 
ber he just loved to dance. 
He also loved school music 
programs and track meets.” 

Foote will be remembered 
by many people, including 
his six biological children. 


Trudy, Doug, Dean, Laurie, 
Rob and Debbie, and his two 
step children, Marcus and 
Brigitte. He was also the 
proud grandfather of 16 
grandchildren, and two 
great grand children. 

“One thing I know for 
sure is that he loved 
Didsbury,” said Wollen. 
“This is a very sad loss to 
many.”

Breast Cancer Screening and Prevention

Breast cancer is an issue 
that receives much media at¬ 
tention and it can be diffi¬ 
cult for women to sort out 
what all the reports mean 
for them personally. Results 
from new studies are con¬ 
stantly being reported, and 
they don’t always agree with 
previous research. Women 
are left to think such things 
as: “Should I get a mammo¬ 
gram or not? Should 1 do 
breast self-exam or not? 
What can I do to prevent 
breast cancer?” 

The answer to the first 
question is easy for women 
aged 50-69: Yes! You should 
get a mammogram at least 
every two years. Having 
regular mammograms has 
been shown to reduce deaths 
from breast cancer in many 
studies. Health organiza¬ 
tions in Canada and many 
other countries all agree 
that screening is recom¬ 
mended in this age group. 
And don’t forget - the great¬ 
est value of screening is 
seen when women are 
screened regularly. Screen 
Test, the Alberta Cancer 
Board’s breast screening 
program, has a mobile mam¬ 
mography screening service 
for rural communities 
.throughout the province, 
and will be coming to a com¬ 
munity near you soon. 

For women in their forties 
the answer is not quite as 
clear. Some studies have 
shown that mammography 
screening is beneficial in 
this age group, while other 
studies have shown no ben¬ 
efit. Women between 40 and 
49 should talk with their 
doctor about the pros and 
cons of mammogram and 
decide whether or not to be 
screened based on their own 
situation. 

In 2001, there was a lot 
of media attention about 
breast self examination 
(BSE - monthly examination 
of the breasts by the woman 
herself). The Canadian Task 
Force on Preventive Health 
Care reviewed all the scien¬ 
tific research on the value of 
BSE. 

This well-respected group 
concluded that the research 
did not show that BSE 
helped to reduce breast can¬ 
cer deaths. There was a lot 
of debate about this report, 
both in the media and in the 
health community. The bot¬ 
tom line? BSE may not be as 
helpful as we once thought. 
HOWEVER, most experts do 
agree that it is still very im¬ 
portant for women to be fa¬ 
miliar with what is normal 
for their own breasts, and to 
see their doctor if they no¬ 
tice any changes in the skin, 
nipple, breast shape or, of 
course, any lumps or 
thickenings in the breast or 
armpit. It is also important 
for women to have a breast 


examination by their doctor 
once a year. 

Although the exact causes 
of breast cancer are still un¬ 
known, there is more and 
more research coming out 
about what women can do to 
help prevent it. Perhaps the 
most exciting is that regu¬ 
lar physical activity can re¬ 
duce a woman’s risk of get¬ 


ting breast cancer by up to 
40 %. Even if you have not 
been an active person in the 
past, there is still great ben¬ 
efit in becoming active. Eat¬ 
ing a diet with lots of veg¬ 
etables and fruit and having 
a healthy body weight can 
also reduce your risk of 
breast and other cancers. 

There will always be new 


research that adds to our un¬ 
derstanding of breast cancer 
and how to prevent it. The 
good news is that there are 
things woman can do now: 
get a mammogram if you are 
between 50 and 69; get a

Working Together for 
Effective Solutions 

A lot of people have a stake in oil and gas development in Alberta. That’s why 
more than 60 ’synergy' groups across the province are working together to 
resolve local issues in productive ways. At the heart of a synergy group is the 
notion that the result of a combined effort is greater than what any one 
person could have achieved on their own. 

Synergy group members consist of a diverse group of people including: 
landowners, concerned citizens, industry representatives and regulators. These 
groups can be found throughout Alberta including Cold Lake, Pincher Creek, 
Rocky Mountain House, and Sundre. 

Over the past two years, synergy group members, the Alberta Energy and 
Utilities Board (EUB) and the Canadian Association of Petroleum Producers 
(CAPP) have come together for two synergy conferences in Red Deer. It is in 
these open forums that participants come to share their experiences, focus on 
what needs to be achieved, and discuss the means by which they can do so. 

The Sundre Petroleum Operators Group (SPOG) is one example of a successful 
synergy group. SPOG which falls in the Sundre/Caroline area, was created in 
1992 at the request of the public for emergency response planning for all 
of the oil and gas companies operating in the area. After extensive public 
consultation, industry was joined by the community and the EUB. It has 
been successful because of the sharing of information, two-way dialogue 
and trust and respect for one another. 

"SPOG is a good example that better understanding and positive relationship 
are possible. Synergy groups no matter what their size, need to all have a 
vision - to come together to work on issues and concerns collectively." 
says Dave Brown, a cattle rancher in Caroline, Alberta, who belongs to 
the Sundre Petroleum Operators Group. 

Currently, community, industry and 
government are taking synergy a step 
further. Together they are working on a 
Synergy support centre that will foster 
positive outcomes in Alberta communities 
by providing information, resources and 
the chance for mutual learning. 

Dave Brown believes in the 
vision of synergy groups. 


Science-based Solutions to 
Environmental Challenges 

Research is an important part of the upstream petroleum industry. With 
Albertans concern for protecting the environment, water, air, and biodiversity, 
many oil and gas companies not only appreciate the importance of doing 
research but also the importance of putting that research into action. 

The Environment Research Advisory Council (ERAC) is one way industry is 
pursuing research that will lead to more responsible development. ERAC 
was created in the 1970’s by the Canadian Petroleum Association (now the, 
Canadian Association of Petroleum Producers - CAPP) to initiate research and 
develop technology that focuses on environmental issues. Helping industry 
improve the way they operate, ERAC-funded research is also used by govern¬ 
ments and regulators to set or revise environmental guidelines. Other ERAC 
studies are discovering how best to manage industrial activity to ensure 
wildlife is not impacted and that human health is not jeopardized. 

For example, one ERAC-funded study has provided the scientific information 
- used by the Canadian Council of Ministers of the Environment - to set 
standards around safe hydrocarbon levels in soil that will provide high levels 
of environmental protection and save industry millions of dollars. 

In the past seven years, funding from CAPP, the upstream petroleum industry, 
the Small Explorers Association of Canada (SEPAC), federal and provincial 
government, academic institutions and research groups has totaled over 
$7 million. 

"Sponsoring research is an integral part of the upstream oil and gas 
industry's commitment to continuous improvement in environment, 
health, safety and socio-economic performance," says Shira Mulloy, «u

Mothers get Fit Fast with new Moms and Tots Exercise Program 


Busy Moms on the go know 
how hard it is to get through 
some days just finding enough 
time to comb their own hair, 
never mind fitting in a 
workout...until now, that is. 

Alicia McMane, a personal 
trainer based out of Crossfield, 
is now offering her unique 
Moms and Tots Exercise 
Program two mornings out of 
every’ week at the Knox United 
Church. 

What’s unique about 
McMane’s program - besides 
being an excellent individually 
structured, low-impact 
workout - is that young 
children need not be sent off to 
a babysitter or daycare while 
Mom works out. 

“We encourage Moms to 


bring their babies or toddlers 
with them while they work 
out,” says McMane. 

“The nice thing about being 
at the United Church is that 
the nursery is situated just off 
the main gathering area where 
we work out so there’s little 
to no separation between the 
parent and child during the 
class.’’McMane understands 
first-hand how difficult it can 
be to care for your children 
during a workout. “I love to 
work out, but when my son 
(Jarrod - 18 mos.) came along, 
I just couldn’t put him in 
daycare...so this is the 
solution.” 

One of the best features of 
McMane’s Exercise Program, 
she believes, is it’s ability to 


be flexible to the needs of its 
participants. “Not all the 
children stay in the playroom 
for the entire duration of the 
workout,” she explains. “Some 
of them just can’t be apart from 
Mom that long, so we find ways 
of incorporating them into the 
class.” McMane says for this 
reason it’s not uncommon to 
see Moms using their children 
as resistance for certain 
exercises. “The weight of your 
child can be a very effective 
training tool,” McMane 
explains. 

“Holding your baby while 
you do squats or lifting them 
with your arms are both really 
good ways of strengthening 
your body.” 

Though she tries to keep her 


classes consistent, McMane ad¬ 
mits all classes are not always 
“picture perfect”. “We have 
some classes where the kids are 
screaming and fighting or 
crying in the middle of the 
cardio section, but that’s 
life...when there’s kids involved 
you’ve got to expect the 
unexpected. 

The important thing is that 
Mom is getting in a bit of a 
workout and spending some 
time on herself.” 

Anyone interested in joining

Exercise Class is encouraged to 
stop by either Monday or 
Wednesday morning from 9:30 
am - 10:30 am in the Didsbury 
United Church. “We take full 
time registrants as well as drop-

Murray Snyder is a 
native Didsburian who 
is currently criss¬ 
crossing North 
America on a bicycle. 
He crossed Canada in 
the summers of 2002 
and 03 and is now 
pedalling from the 
Gulf of Mexico to the 
Arctic Ocean - to be 
completed in 2005. 
The following is the 
latest instalment 
of an e-mail letter 
sent every week or 
two to an extensive 
list of family and 
friends. 


Hello my Friends! 

Yes, I’m still alive and 
pedalling - you may have 
wondered ‘cause it’s been 
so long since my last let¬ 
ter. Thank you for all the 
notes and letters while I 
was incommunicato - ( I 
had 43 !) I’m now in my 
4th state, Nebraska. I’ve 
finished cycling Texas, 
Oklahoma and Kansas 
(1700 kms.). 

So far I’ve been incred¬ 
ibly fortunate with the 
weather. In Texas, one 
place I went thru (Hol¬ 
land) had 6" of rain two 
days later. In Kansas I 
heard of possible severe 
thunderstorms and de¬ 
cided to stop a bit early 
and motel it, and discov¬ 
ered the next day my 
original goal had ping- 
pong size hail and several 
tornado funnel sightings. 
In Nebraska I’ve seen evi¬ 
dence of flooding and 
damage from three torna¬ 
does two days before. I’m 
visiting/relaxing with 
some relatives who have 
an acreage 5 miles from 
Hallam - a small town 
that was completely 
flatened by a monster tor¬ 
nado (2 km. wide) three 
days ago - and was fea¬ 
tured on news broadcasts 
across North America. 

Me? I got wet once! 
Picture this: I had a good 
pushing wind and had 
only about 8 km before 
the next town. I was 
working hard because 
there was this big ugly 
cloud front bearing down 
from the north. It was 
really moving! Within 5 
minutes the wind 
changed from 20 k be¬ 
hind to 30-40 k in front. I 
was going up a long hill, 
put the bike in it’s lowest 


gear but could barely 
manage to move ahead. 
Then it started to thun¬ 
der and lightning and I 
could see the downpour 
coming, so I pulled off the 
road to a copse of small 
trees providing a bit of 
shelter. Got the tent up as 
fast as possible - got wet - 
and threw all my bags 
into the tent, jumped in 
and zipped up the flap. I 
laughed and thought, 
“Oh if my friends could 
see me now!” What a 
mess! But I got things 
organized, ate a cold sup¬ 
per, dried off and got 
warm in my sleeping bag 
- even managed to write 
my journal entry and 
read a bit. 

The next morning I dis¬ 
covered the wind had buf¬ 
feted my tent so severely 
it had split one of the tent 
poles. Duct tape will fix 
anything.... 

Ever since getting the 
new rear wheel the bike 
has worked great - other 
than a few flat tires. 

How would I charac¬ 
terize Texas? Hills and 
wild flowers; Oklahoma? 
Flat and very red soil; 
Kansas? Wheat fields - 
flat in the south and roll¬ 
ing in the north; Ne¬ 
braska? Rolling hills and 
trees cut up farmland 
into small fields. 

Hutchinson, Kansas 
was great. A cousin who 
lives in Kansas City, Mis¬ 
souri drove 4 hours to 
Hutch to visit a friend and 
timed her trip to meet me 
there. They chauffered 
me around town, fed me 
and were very helpful. A 


huge thanks to Shirley 
and Gretta! 

Hutch has an incred¬ 
ible space museum (affili¬ 
ated with the 
Smithsonian) - it focuses 
on the birth of rocketry 
in the 1920’s and follows 
development thru WWII 
(they have authentic VI 
and V2 rockets - German 
“secret weapons” that fell 
on London) and then it 
zeros in on the Russian 
and American space race. 
They have a “spare” 
moon buggy, and an au¬ 
thentic moon lander (ob¬ 
viously never used!) But 
to me the “piece de resist¬ 
ance” was the Apollo XIII 
command module (“In¬ 
trepid”) that limped back 
to earth and saved the 
lives of three astronauts.

“I might decide what 
action I want to take per¬ 
sonally. Council reviewed 
it independently and felt 
everything was done ac¬ 
cording to county policy,” 
said Harvie. “I have 
strong concerns where 
they (MVTA) are going 
and their intent and I will 
deal with that at an appro¬ 
priate time. I have con¬ 
cerns they are picking on 
individuals (rather than 
council).” 

Deputy Reeve Linda 
Burrell chaired the private 
meeting. Harvie removed 


himself to avoid a possible 
conflict of interest. 

Kathy Blain, secretary 
of MVTA, said only three 
members of their associa¬ 
tion were allowed to partici¬ 
pate in the private meeting. 

MVTA asked county le¬ 
gal counsel be dismissed 
from the meeting as they 
were not notified legal coun¬ 
sel would be attending. 
County legal counsel re¬ 
moved herself without argu¬ 
ment. 

After a 90 minute meet¬ 
ing, council came to the con¬ 
clusion there was no breech 
of county policy. 

A public release made by 
council stated: ‘‘After giving 


careful consideration to 
the presentation by the 
MVTA, information pro¬ 
vided by administration 
and legal advice, council 
is satisfied no breech of 
the Municipal Govern¬ 
ment Act by Reeve Harvie 
occurred and that any 
services provided to Mr.

It was moved by coun¬ 
cil to take no further ac¬ 
tion regarding the matter 
of alleged pecuniary inter¬ 
est regarding Reeve 
Harvie.” 

Blain said MVTA will 
take their allegations to 
the courts.

Fair 


“Literacy doesn’t start 
when you get to school,” 
said Debbie Whitten, Al¬ 
berta Prairie C.O.W. Bus 
representative. “It doesn’t 
just involve reading and 
writing. It’s talking, and 
listening, singing and 
dancing with your 
child,...and it begins when 
a child is born...Having 
conversation with a child 
is never wasted time.” 

Ms. Whitten was speak¬ 
ing to the people gathered 
to welcome the Alberta 
Prairie Classroom On 
Wheels Bus to Didsbury 
last Wednesday. The bus 
was in town as part of the 
Didsbury Family Fun & 
Information Fair, to help 
raise awareness of the im¬ 
portance of parent-child 
interactions on a daily ba¬ 
sis. 

Roy Brassard, school 
trustee and chairman of 
the board for Chinook’s 
Edge School Division 
shared some information 
from a study entitled 
“Every Child Learns - - 
Every Child Succeeds” by 
the Learning Commission. 
Their findings included “1 
in 4 children come to 
school not ready to learn, 
nor do they have word rec¬ 
ognition and comprehen¬ 
sion skills.” He pointed 


out that this is the reason 
for recommendations by the 
Learning Commission for 
full day kindergarten, jun¬ 
ior kindergarten, and the es¬ 
tablishment of parenting 
centres in communities 
linked to schools. “I applaud 
all efforts like this (the Al¬ 
berta Prairie C.O.W. and 
family directed literacy pro¬ 
grams)”. 

The Town of Didsbury was 
represented by Peter 
Versluys, Town Councillor. 
Mr. Versluys showed the 
group his library card and 
said “I’ve been on a reading 
journey since 1954. A trip to 
the library is always a pleas¬ 
ure.” Mr. Versluys indicated 
that his reading is currently 
taking him on an explora¬ 
tion of the “links between 
literacy and democratic 
process”. 

The highlight of the open¬ 
ing remarks was the presen¬ 
tation of a legacy library, 
consisting of 50 children’s 
books, to the Didsbury Mu¬ 
nicipal Library. Melissa 
Moreau, the library’s Sum¬ 
mer Reading Fun Coordina¬ 
tor, accepted the donation 
on behalf of the library. 

The C.O.W. was brought 
to Didsbury by Mountain 
View’ Community Literacy 
as part of a 4-day Celebra¬ 
tion of Literacy being held 


in various communities 
throughout the county. 
Over 80 people, children 
and adults, visited the lit¬ 
eracy Classroom On 
Wheels at the Didsbury 
Train Station, reading sto¬ 
ries, making “fairy tale” 
crowns, and participating 
in other literacy activities. 
Inside the Train Station a 
number of organizations 
offering services to fami¬ 
lies had displays, informa¬ 
tion, and activities for the 
kids. 

The Alberta Prairie 
Classroom On Wheels is 
touring communities 
throughout Alberta for the 
next 2 years. 

This venture is made 
possible through the part¬ 
nership and sponsorship of 
several organizations. 
These include Success By 
6, Centre for Family Lit¬ 
eracy, Literacy Alberta, 
Human Resources Devel¬ 
opment Canada, Alberta 
Lottery Fund, Petro 
Canada, United Way, Al¬ 
berta Learning and the 
Calgary Foundation.

...All Hit Country 
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QUESTION: I have two children who are as different as 
night and day. In fact, they conform perfectly to your descrip¬ 
tion of "strong-willed” and "compliant" children. One is a spit¬ 
fire and the other is a sweetheart. I am very interested in know¬ 
ing more about what this means for them long-term. Beyond 
everyday issues of discipline and relating within a family, what 
can you tell me about these kids? 

DR. DOBSON: You'll be interested to know that more than 
35,000 parents participated in a study I conducted to answer 
those specific questions. It is described in detail in my book 
"Parenting Isn't for Cowards," but let me boil down 11 of the 
most important findings. Remember that these conclusions 
represent common traits and characteristics that may or may 
not apply to your two children. These descriptions represent 
what typically happens with very strong-willed children 
(SWC) and very compliant children (CC) as the years unfold. 

- No. 1: In the human family, there are nearly three times 
as many SWCs as CCs. Nearly every family with multiple chil¬ 
dren has at least one SWC. 

-- No. 2: Male SWCs outnumber females by about 5 per¬ 
cent, and female CCs outnumber males by about 6 percent. 
Thus, there is a slight tendency for males to have tougher tem¬ 
peraments and for females to be more compliant, but it is of¬ 
ten reversed. 

- No. 3: The birth order has nothing to do with being strong- 
willed or compliant. These elements of temperament are basi¬ 
cally inherited, and can occur in the eldest child or in the baby. 

- No. 4: Most parents know they have a SWC very early. 
One-third can tell it at birth. Two-thirds know by the first 
birthday, and 92 percent are certain by the third birthday. 
Parents of compliant children know it even earlier. 

Conclusion 5: The temperaments of children tend to re¬ 
flect those of their parents. Although there are many excep¬ 
tions, two strong-willed parents are more likely to produce 
tough-minded kids and vice versa. 

Conclusion 6: One of the most interesting findings is re¬ 
lated to what parents can expect from SWCs in the teen years. 
The answer? A battle! Fully 74 percent of SWCs rebel signifi¬ 
cantly during adolescence. 

Conclusion 7: Incredibly, only 3 percent of CCs experience 
severe rebellion in adolescence, and just 14 percent go into 
even mild rebellion. They start out life with a smile on their 
faces and keep it there into young adulthood. 

Conclusion 8: The best news for parents of SWCs is the 
rapid decrease in their rebellion in young adulthood. It drops 
almost immediately in the early 20s, and then trails off even 
more from there. Some SWCs are still angry into their 20s 
and early 30s, but the fire is gone for the majority. They peace¬ 
fully rejoin the human community. 

Conclusion 9: The CC is much more likely to be a good stu¬ 
dent than the SWC. Nearly three times as many SWCs made 
D's and F's during the last two years of high school as do CCs. 
Approximately 80 percent of CCs were A and B students. 

Conclusion 10: The CC is considerably better adjusted so¬ 
cially than the SWC. It would appear that the youngster who 
is inclined to challenge the authority of his parents is also more 
likely to behave offensively with his peers. 

Conclusion 11: The CC typically enjoys much higher self¬ 
esteem than the SWC. It is difficult to overestimate the im¬ 
portance of this finding. Only 19 percent of compliant teenag¬ 
ers either disliked themselves (17 percent) or felt extreme self- 
hatred (2 percent). Of the very strong-willed teenagers, how¬ 
ever, 35 percent disliked themselves, and 8 percent experienced 
extreme self-hatred. 

Those were the primary findings from our study. It yielded 
a picture of the compliant child as being someone more at peace 
with himself or herself, as well with parents, teachers and 
peers. 

The strong-willed child, by contrast, seems compelled from 
within to fuss, fight, test, question, resist and challenge. Why 
is he or she like that? It is difficult to say, except to affirm that 
they are more unsettled in every aspect of their lives. We do 
know that lower self-esteem is related to the excessive peer 
dependency, academic difficulties, social problems and even 
the rebellion we have seen. Acceptance of one's intrinsic worth 
is the core of the personality. When it is unsteady, everything 
else is affected.
